building. 


One thing is certain, however. It is that the

cannot afford to exclude the council from its confidence as to the ultim­ 


ate cost of this structure. W hen Alderman Bacheller told 
the 
council 


tome m onths ago that the architect’s estimate was incorrect and that 


the building would exceed the stated cost, his statem ent was derided. 


Since then the correctness of his figures has been proved by a request 


from the board for $30,000 additional 
Now Mr. Bacheller arises to say 


that this, too, is insufficient, and that the cost will exceed $200,000. This 


time, having learned a lesson, the public is paying attention to what Mr. 


Bacheller says.

pany from the state of Missouri. Shires 
was manager for the Republic Oil 
company at St. Joseph, Mo., from No­ 
vember, 1901, to May, 1902, aul came 
to Kansas City in June as assistant 
manager *1 the Republic Oil company. 
He found the Standard and the Na­ 
tional “the only” companies here, he 
suid. Ile hid chrage of the tank busi­ 
ness for the Republic—the lubricating* 
oil department—and handled gasoline 
and kerosene for grocers. 


W as A fte r th*- N a tio n a l’* C u sto m er* . 
He was, he said, instructed to get 
after the National’s customers. Henry 
Teagle, the manager. Shires said, told 
him to get certain of the National’s 
customers, and if necessary pay a re­ 
bate of one-half cent a gallon. These 
rebates were paid in cash to custom­ 
ers. 
Ile said he never had tried to 
get trade from the Standard’s custom­ 
ers. 
The rel ate appli«*d only to the 
National's trade. 
Shires said he was 
told by Teagle to say to customers 
that the Republic Oil company was an 
independent concern.
